Most cotton growers would con­ 
sider a field of small cotton con­ 
taining Johnson grass so thick and 
tall that it almost hid the cotton 
not worth the cost required to 
clean it out. At least James By- 
nearson said that he almost decided 
to turn under a 6V% acre field just 
like that last year and try some 
other kind of crop. However, the 
fact that he not only produced a 
big yield but did so with a labor 
cost 
that 
was 
below 
averages 
makes it worthwhile to tell how he 
did it. 
In the first place he planted the 
cotton with a check row planter 
to get rows 40 inches apart that 
could be plowed each way. The ex­ 
tra seed usually required for cross 
plowed cotton was not required 
since the planter dropped the seed 
in the hills where there is need. 
He says that after one cultivation 
ot the cotton each way 22 geese 
that were turned in largely took 
care of the grass and weed situa­ 
tion. About the only hoe work done 
was to reduce the number of cot­ 
ton plants in many of the hills. 
The 6Vi acres produced 10 pick­ 
ed bales and an additional % bale 
of snapped cotton. He says that 
an adjoining 11 acre field grown 
in the ordinary way but contain­ 
ing far less Johnson grass produc­ 
ed about the same yield per acre, 
but required far more hand labor 
to keep it free of weeds and grass. 
Mr. Rynearson’s first experience 
with checked cotton was several 
years ago when he found that this 
method 
eliminated 
about 
two 
thirds of the hoe work. He does 
. not think that geese will be requir­ 
ed except where there is lots of 
Johnson grass. He says that since 
he is convinced that he can pro­

Demonstrations in past years on 
Mississippi County farms showing 
yield increases of more than 25 


Floy Stephenson asks about top- 
dressing alfalfa seeded last fall 
where there are a good many yel­ 
low spots due to standing water. 
Of course the best way to cure 
spots made yellow by too much 
water is to drain them, if that is 
possible, before the crop gets yel­ 
low. 
Another most excellent way to 
bring back a good green color in 
alfalfa or any other crop, is to 
feed it some nitrogen, of course 
nitrogen 
cannot 
counteract 
the 
effects of an unlimited amount of 
excess moisture. But crops turn 
yellow in the presence of too much 
w ater because they can’t get nitro­ 
gen. If the water is not too exces­ 
sive, top dressing o.f crops like 
young alfalfa or wheat to give 25 
to 30 pounds of nitrogen will often 
restore the vigor of the crop and 
give it the normal green color. 
I have not seen this, but I am 
told that Nelson Watson now has 
a field of young alfalfa that pro­ 
vides a good demonstration of what 
nitrogen can do to young alfalfa 
that looks a little yellow and sick. 
It is said that part of the field re­ 
cently (treated 
with 
ammonium 
nitrate provides a striking con­ 
trast with the area that has not 
had the benefit of nitrogen. 


A local soybean buyer tells me 
that he does not think I should

highly because this variety ma­ 
tures too early in the fall. He con­ 
cedes that this is perhaps the high­ 
est yielder ever grown in this area

In general most farm ers would 
not agree with this and I agree 
with the farmers. However, in ex­ 
ceptional 
cases 
where 
growers 
have particularly weedy land or 
where for other reasons they ex­ 
pect their beans to get pretty 
weedy, I think that this buyer has 
a point that needs to be consider­ 
ed. The use of a chemical defoli­ 
ant after the beans have m atured 
to kill the w'eeds, and allow them 
to dry before the crop is combined 
has been suggested as a remedy 
in such cases.

Planning those three squares a 
day isn’t so difficult because every 
I family member needs the same 
basic foods. Your meals may be 
better balanced and cost less — 
and you may save time, too, if 
you plan meals several days ahead. 
I 
You really only have to re- 
! member four main groups of food 


j when planning meals, for nearly 
everyone eats plenty from that 
fifth group — .fats and sweets. 
We’ll begin with group one — 
the lean meats and eggs, for meat 
or a meat-like dish is usually the 
food around which every meal is 
planned. Plan 
for each 
family 
member to 
have 
two servings 


every day from this group—beef, 
lean pork, lamb, poultry, fish, liver 
and eggs. 
Then there’s group number two 
—milk and cheese. There is no 
substitute for milk. Among all of 
the foods we commonly eat, milk 
ranks first as a source of calcium 
so necessary for good bones and 
teeth, and for other body uses. It 
also provides important vitamins, 
phosphorus, protein, and energy. 
Each child needs three to four 
cups daily; each adult, at least 
two cups daily; and pregnant and 
nursing mothers, .four to six cups. 
If milk is not included in the day’s 
meals, it is almost impossible to 
get the calcium we need, and we 
usually fall short on riboflavin 
and other food nutrients. You’ll 
need at least two servings daily 
from this group. 
Then there’s group number three 
—the fruits and vegetables which 
supply us with the important vita­ 
min C and other needed food 
nutrients — oranges, grapefruit, 
tomatoes (and their juices), straw ­ 
berries, raw leafy greens, cabbage", 
cantaloupe, 
and 
green 
peppers. 
Provide one or two servings daily 
from this group if you would keep 
your family well and strong. 
And the fourth group contains 
the necessary green and yellow 
vegetables for vitamin A, color, 
flavor, and other food values. Have 
at least one serving daily for each 
family member from this group— 
spinach, kale, mustard, broccoli, 
turnip 
greens, carrots, collards, 
yellow7 winter squash, and sweet 
potatoes. 
Then for palatable and well- 
balanmed meals, add — apples, 
peaches, prunes, potatoes, dried 
'beans, beets, nuts, onions, and 
other fruits and vegetables as your 
pocketbook, appetite, and figure 
allows. 
Since each member of the family 
will probably need somewhat dif­ 
ferent amounts of food each day, 
planning ahead will help. For ex­ 
ample, instead of preparing a spec­ 
ial vegetable for the toddler, cook 
one for the family and sieve or 
chop it for the small child. If you 
plan a custard pie for dessert, 
m ake a cup of custard for the tot, 
for the frail grandparent, and for 
the person who is trying to reduce. 
Plan your meals and other acti­ 
vities so that the family will en­ 
joy their food. One of the best 
ways I know to encourage good 
food habits is for all of the family 
to sit down to eat at the same 
time and all stay at the table un­ 
til the meal is finished.

When a roof leaks, don’t always 
blame the roofing material. 
Wornout roofing will cause a 
roof to leak, of course, but there 
are other reasons, too. One of 
these is that roof gutters are 
clogged. 
A clogged gutter dams up the 
water drained from the roof, and 
when the gutter is full water can 
be forced back under the tabs of 
shingles along the eaves. Then 
the roof leaks even though the 
roofing material is in perfect con­ 
dition. 
To keep gutters free, they should 
be inspected and cleaned at least 
twice a year. Wire mesh leaf 
guards will keep leaves from lodg­ 
ing in downspouts. 
Proper roofing application is 
another safeguard. Recommenda­ 
tions for application of asphalt 
shingles, the most popular roofing 
material for homes, call for an 
“eaves flashing strip” of asphalt 
roll roofing to be laid along the 
eaves before any shingles are ap­ 
plied. 
This strip should be wide enough 
to extend at least 12 inches be­ 
yond the inside wall line and 
should never be rtarrower than 36 
inches. It is expressly designed to 
catch water that backs up when 
gutters are clogged by leaves or 
ice. 
Eaves flashing strips are an ex­ 
ample of the care that asphalt 
roofing 
manufacturers 
take 
in 
recommending application proce­ 
dures. For a fully satisfactory job, 
the 
manufacturer’s 
instructions 
should always be followed.

At least Jam es Ry- 
nearson said that he almost decided 
to turn under a 6 ^ acre field just 
like that last year and try some 
other kind of crop. However, the 
fact that he not only produced a 
big yield but did so with a labor 
cost 
that 
was 
below 
averages 
makes it worthwhile to tell how he 
did it. 
In the first place he planted the 
cotton with a check row planter 
to get rows 40 inches apart that 
could be plowed each way. The ex­ 
tra seed usually required for cross 
plowed cotton was not required 
since the planter dropped the seed 
in the hills where there is need. 
He says that a.fter one cultivation 
ot the cotton each way 22 geese 
that were turned in largely took 
care of the grass and weed situa­ 
tion. About the only hoe work done 
was to reduce the number of cot­ 
ton plants in m any of the hills. 
The 6 
acres produced 10 pick­ 
ed bales and an additional x/z bale 
of snapped cotton. He says that 
an adjoining 11 acre field grown 
in the ordinary way but contain­ 
ing far less Johnson grass produc­ 
ed about the same yield per acre, 
but required far more hand labor 
to keep it free of weeds and grass. 
Mr. Rynearson’s first experience 
with checked cotton was several 
years ago when he found that this 
method 
eliminated 
about 
two 
thirds of the hoe work. He does 
not think that geese will be req uir­ 
ed except w here there is lots of 
Johnson grass. He says that sin.e 
he is convinced that he can pro­ 
duce just as much cotton per acre 
by checking and can do it at a 
much lower cost that he expects 
to check plant his entire crop in 
1953.

excess moisture. But crops turn 
yellow in the presence of too much 
w ater because they can’t get nitro­ 
gen. If the water is not too exces­ 
sive, top dressing o.f crops like 
young alfalfa or wheat to give 25 
to 30 pounds of nitrogen will often 
restore the vigor of the crop and 
give it the normal green color. 
I have not seen this, but I am 
told that Nelson Watson now has 
a field of young alfalfa that pro­ 
vides a good demonstration of what 
nitrogen can do to young alfalfa 
that looks a little yellow and sick. 
It is said that part of the field re­ 
cently treated 
with 
ammonium 
nitrate provides a striking con­ 
trast with the area that has not 
had the benefit of nitrogen.

You really only have to re­ 
m ember four main groups of food 
when planning meals, for nearly 
everyone eats plenty from that 
fifth group — .fats and sweets. 
W e’ll begin with group one — 
the lean meats and eggs, for meat 
or a meat-like dish is usually the 
food around which every meal is 
planned.

every day from this group— beef, 
lean pork, lamb, poultry, fish, liver 
and eggs. 
Then there’s group num ber two 
— milk and cheese. There is no 
substitute for milk. Among all of 
the foods we commonly eat, milk 
ranks first as a source of calcium 
so necessary for good bones and 
teeth, and for other body uses. It 
also provides important vitamins, 
phosphorus, protein, and energy. 
Each child needs three to four 
cups daily; each adult, at least 
two cups daily; and pregnant and 
nursing mothers, .four to six cups. 
If milk is not included in the day’s 
meals, it is almost impossible to 
get the calcium we need, and we 
usually fall short on riboflavin 
and other food nutrients. You’ll 
need at least two servings daily 
from this group. 
Then there’s group number three 
—the fruits and vegetables which 
supply us with the important vita­ 
min C and other needed 
food 
nutrients — oranges, grapefruit, 
tomatoes (and their juices), straw ­ 
berries, raw leafy greens, cabbage, 
cantaloupe, 
and 
green 
peppers. 
Provide one or two servings daily 
from this group if you would keep 
your family well and strong. 
And the fourth group contains 
the necessary green and yellow 
vegetables for vitamin A, color, 
flavor, and other food values. Have 
at least one serving daily for each 
family member from this group— 
spinach, kale, mustard, broccoli, 
turnip 
greens, 
carrots, 
collards, 
yellow winter squash, and sweet 
potatoes. 
Then for palatable and well- 
balanmed meals, add — apples, 
peaches, prunes, 
potatoes, dried 
'beans, 
beets, nuts, onions, and 
other fruits and vegetables as your 
poeketbook, appetite, and figure 
allows. 
Since each member of the family 
will probably need somewhat dif­ 
ferent amounts of food each day, 
planning ahead will help. For ex­ 
ample, instead of preparing a spec­ 
ial vegetable for the toddler, cook 
one for the family and sieve or 
chop it for the small child. If you 
plan a custard pie for dessert, 
make a cup of custard for the tot, 
for the frail grandparent, and for 
the person who is trying to reduce. 
Plan your meals and other acti­ 
vities so that the family will en­ 
joy their food. One of the best 
ways I know to encourage good 
food habits is for all of the family 
to sit down to eat at the same 
time and all stay at the table un­ 
til the meal is finished.

Leaves in Gutters 
Clog Downspouts, 
Cause Roof Leaks 


When a roof leaks, don’t always 
blame the roofing material. 
Wornout roofing will cause a 
roof to leak, of course, but there 
are other reasons, too. One of 
these is that roof gutters are 
clogged. 
A clogged gutter dams up the 
water drained from the roof, and 
when the gutter is full w ater can 
be forced back under the tabs of 
shingles along the eaves. Then 
the roof leaks even though the 
roofing material is in perfect con­ 
dition. 
To keep gutters free, th* > should 
be inspected and cleaned at least 
twice a year. Wire .mesh leaf 
guards will keep leaves from lodg­ 
ing in downspouts. 
Proper roofing application is 
another safeguard. Recommenda­ 
tions for application of asphalt 
shingles, the most popular roofing 
material for homes, call for an 
“eaves flashing strip’’ of asphalt 
roll roofing to be laid along the 
eaves before any shingles are ap­ 
plied. 
This strip should be wide enough 
to extend at least 12 inches be­ 
yond the inside wall line and 
should never be narrow er than 36 
inches. It is expressly designed to 
catch w’ater that backs up when 
gutters are clogged by leaves or 
ice. 
Eaves flashing strips are an ex­ 
ample of the care that asphalt 
roofing 
m anufacturers take in 
recommending application proce­ 
dures. For a fully satisfactory job, 
the 
m anufacturer’s instructions 
should always be followed.
